1. This action is responsive to the 3/16/05 decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences. Claims 1-3 and 5 are pending. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is that to Petricca et al. (US 5,781,894) and Horstmann (US 
6,285,985) as set forth in the Final rejection mailed 6/4/03. 

The application is allowed at this time for the reasons set forth by the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences in their decision of 3/16/05, namely that: 

"we agree with the examiner that the Horstmann program could be modified as detailed 
above by the examiner and that such modification would have advantages. However, the mere 
fact that the prior art may be modified in the manner suggested by the examiner does not make 
the modification obvious unless the prior art suggests the desirability of the modification. . . . 
The examiner has not directed our attention to a teaching in the references themselves which 
would have suggested the modification. The suggestion to modify the teachings of the two 
references is from the examiner."
